A City park on a Monday morning is one of 


the saddest sights'In America. On the Saturday 
or Sunday afternoon before it was a fine sight 
to see happy family-picnic parties outspread up- 
on the grass or seated about tables, with things 
to cat and drink piled high before them.

when they went they left a ruin of litter in their 
wake, never thinking of how it would despoil 
the beauty of the scene for any who came after.
